Sir: Many yeare ago I proposed to 
Sir John Macdonald that I should write 
the story of his life. He concurred, and 
I have since devoted a great deal of time 
and labor to the collection of the nices- 
sary material. In 1883 Mr. J. E. Col- 
lins published a book entitled 
The Life and Times of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. As soon as this came to my 
knewledge I wrote to Sir John, who was 
then at Riviere du Loup, to ascertain to 
what degree, if any, it had been auttor- 
ized by him, and what opinion he had 
formed of it.
